The  school  building  itself  is  an  object  in  which  we 
v/ori;,  we  socialize,  and  we  go  about  our  daily  lives. 
The  spirit  and  closeness  of  unity  at  a  crucial  basket- 


ball game  or  at  a  time  of  mutual  stress  is  something 
all  our  hearts  have  known  at  some  time.  This  spirit 
is  a  warm  and  fulfilling  feeling,  and  helps  to  make 
us  rounded  individuals. 

What  is  University  School?  When  we  count  our 
heads,  we  find  67  faculty  members  and  1 138  stu- 
dents. But  we  are  not  simply  a  number— we  are 
people  with  varied  and  sometimes  complex  expe- 
riences. As  we  study  .  .  .  act  .  .  .  socialize  .  .  . 
participate  .  .  .  contemplate  .  .  .  think  .  .  .  react  .  .  . 
and  express  ideas,  we  become  intelligent,  active 
members  of  society. 

University  School  opened  officially  in  1938  with 
the  dedication  of  our  present  building.  But  as  far 
back  as  1 853  there  was  an  observation  University 
School  on  campus  for  future  educators,  and  by  1  897 
practice  teaching  was  introduced  in  a  "laboratory" 
high  school.  In  1911  this  school  was  expanded  to 
include  an  elementary  school  program. 

Since    1938,  the  enrollment  has   increased  from 


approximately  680  students  in  grades  1-12  to  about 
1200  students  in  kindergarten  through  twelfth 
grade.  After  twenty-three  years,  only  one  original 
teacher  is  still  with  us,  Mr.  Kenneth  Thurston,  head 
of  the  social  studies  department.  Although  no  stu- 
dents remain  from  the  first  few  graduation  classes 


of  University  High  School,  we  still  remembei  xhem 
through  such  awards  as  the  Al  Hermann  Aware  L. 
the  outstanding  athlete  of  the  year. 


Although  our  heritage  is  short  in  years,  our  back- 
ground is  filled  with  learning  and  rich  experience. 
Much  of  this  learning  and  rich  experience  has  been 
acquired  because  we  are  fortunate  enough  to  be  a 
university  high  school,  having  the  benefits  and  aid 
of  the  Indiana  University  campus  at  our  disposal. 
For  instance,  many  of  our  students  are  registered  in 
IU  classes.  We  also  benefit  greatly  when  a  professor 
or  administrator  comes  to  our  classes  to  give  a  speech 
on  an  especially  interesting  event  or  personality.  It 
is  obvious  that  we  are  indeed  fortunate  to  be  linked 
with  Indiana  University. 


In  1961,  the  Indiana  State 
Legislature  passed  a  bill  grant- 
ing permission  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  University 
School.  Since  then  teachers 
and  staff  have  been  busy  pre- 
paring various  lists  that  state, 
among  other  things,  how 
many  square  feet  each  will 
need  to  operate  successfully. 
The  teachers  may  have  mut- 
tered about  this  added  work, 
but  their  labor  will  not  be  in 
vain.  The  new  school,  which 
will  be  built  on  the  corner  of 
Bypass  46  and  Tenth  Street, 
will  be  up-to-date  with  many 
modern  facilities.  It  is  to  be  a 
one-story  building  with  a  ca- 
pacity of  2000  students  and 
a  gymnasium  which  will  be 
five  times  as  big  as  our  pres- 
ent one.  As  it  looks  now,  the 
class  of  1964  will  be  the  first 
class  to  graduate  from  the 
new  and  beautiful  University 
School.

U-School  is  composed  of  ten  departments  in  the 
junior  and  senior  high  schools,  and  an  elementary 
department.  The  elementary  department  concen- 
trates on  recognizing  and  challenging  often-hidden 
abilities  in  the  young  child.  The  upper  grades  attempt 
to  polish  and  widen  the  student's  skills. 

There  are  three  departments  with  staffs  which 
teach  students  all  through  their  University  School 
career:  music,  art,  and  physical  education.  The  mu- 
sic and  art  departments  develop  dexterity  in  their 
individual  fields.  The  physical  education  department 
_  develops  physical  strength  through  their  daily  classes 
'  .and  knowledge  of  the  body  through  the  health  class- 
es. Its*  program  also  offers  driver's  education. 

An  English  department  is  the  most  basic  and  per- 
haps^the  most  necessary  department  a  school  can 
have#  In  addition  to  the  required  English  courses, 
Journalism,  the  Novel,  and  Dramatic  Literature  are 
also  offered  at  U-Schcol.  By  teaching  the  student  to 
express  himself  fluently  and  clearly,  and  to  under- 
stand what  others  say  and  write,  the  entire  English 
department  leads  him  to  an  increased  enjoyment  of 
our  language. 

The  University  School  program  includes  instruc- 
tion in  four  foreign  languages:  French,  Spanish,  Rus- 
sian, and  Latin.  The  foreign  language  teachers  con- 
centrate on  teaching  the  customs  and  cultures  of  the 
foreign  countries  as  well  as  the  literature  and  his- 
tory of  the  country. 

Ancient  and  present  day  cultures,  customs,  and 
knowledge  of  governments  in  foreign  countries  as 
well  as  our  own  are  taught  by  the  social  studies 
department.  By  studying  past  endeavors  and  inci- 
dents, students  learn  how  to  handle  present  and  fu- 
ture situations. 

The  science  department  is  trying  to  encourage 
students  who  might  someday  become  outstanding 
scientists  in  the  world.  It  accomplishes  this  not  only 
through  the  regular  science  courses,  but  also  by  en- 
couraging interest  and  participation  in  the  annual 
Science  Fair. 

The  U-School  mathematics  department  now  of- 
fers a  fifth  year  mathematics  course,  in  addition  to 
the  required  algebra.  Interest  in  the  mathematics 
field  has  grown  to  the  point  where  University  now 
has  a  math  club— Ungawa,  Ungawa,  Ungawa,  spon- 
sored by  Jerry  Mcintosh. 

The  University  High  School  business  education  de- 
partment teaches  courses  in  bookkeeping,  typing, 
and  shorthand.  The  skills  learned  in  these  classes  of- 
ten help  the  student  in  his  career  after  graduation. 

The  home  economics  department  teaches  boys 
and  girls  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  basic 
knowledge  of  sewing  and  cooking.

Since  University  School  is  a  laboratory  school, 
many  experimental  methods  are  used  in  teaching 
all  grades.  This  year,  science  and  language  courses 
used  new  and  different  ways  of  teaching  their 
classes. 

The  chemistry  and  physics  experimental  classes, 
taught  by  Mr.  William  Inskeep  and  Mr.  Lawrence 
Poorman,  were  quite  similar.  Both  courses  encour- 
aged and  emphasized  laboratory  experimentation. 
The  textbook  was  clarified  by  the  lab  work,  ena- 
bling the  students  to  understand  more  readily  the 
principles  and  theories  involved. 

A  new  language  lab  was  installed  in  room  302 
this  year.  The  foreign  language  classes  listened  and 
repeated  the  material  in  the  textbook,  which  had 
been  tape  recorded.  This  greatly  aided  the  student's 
pronunciation  and  understanding  of  the  foreign  lan- 
guage. 

University  School  also  participated  in  the  Mid- 
west Airborne  Television  instruction  program  this 
year.  Third  grade  and  fifth  grade,  social  studies, 
world  history  and  U.  S.  history  classes  were  par- 
ticularly taught  by  viewing  classes  transmitted  from 
an  airplane.  The  classes  are  taped  and  transmitted 
from  an  airplane  so  that  schools  in  a  larger  area  will 
be  able  to  participate  in  the  program.

*    and  twelve  high  school  students  serve  as  her  assist- 
ants. Miss  Armstrong  and  her  staff  are  kept  busy 
each  day  shelving,  checking,  mending,  processing, 
ordering  books,  and  filing  cards. 

The  school  nurse,  Mrs.  Fran  Winslow,  with  the 
help  of  her  six  office  assistants,  one  per  hour,  at- 
tempts to  keep  us  in  good  health.  Dr.  Borland  is  in 
the  office  for  an  average  of  seven  hours  a  week. 

Our  cafeteria  is  staffed  by  six  cooks  with  four- 
teen students  assisting  them.  It  serves  500  people 
an  hour  and  a  half.
